The Island World. | 


Dear Paciric: I had purposed in 
this letter to speak of the population of 
these islands, and of the Hawaiians and 
their characteristics. But the attention 
of so many persons is now directed 
hitherward, and there is so much of 
desire and practical information as to 
the outlook here, that with your per- 
mission and somewhat at length, I will 
herewith endeavor, in a,measure at 
least, to meet this existing want. 

1. An# first, the islands as a whole 
are attractive ; parts of all the islands 
very much so; and in spite of the iso- 
lation and comparative quiet, there is 
such a fascination about residence here, 
that most of those who have been here 
and left, are glad to return. 

2. The climate in general is very 
healthy, with comparatively little sick- 
ness, and that of a mild type; children 
porn and reared here are especially 
healthy. The leeward of the islands 
(west and S. W.) is comparatively hot, 
particularly near the sea-coast. But 
the windward sides, (east and N. E.), 
and elevations everywhere, are mild and 
salubrious, with an even temperatnre 
ranging from 50° to 85°. Great eleva- 
tions, however, have great 1anges, and 
sometimes run down to frost and even 
to snow. There are no fogs anywhere. 
Rains are limited at the leeward, in 
some localities very much so;/but are 
more plentiful to windward, and here 
in Kohala and east as far as Hilo, are 
very abundant. 

8. The soil is a decomposed lava, 
and very strong and rich, and 
especially well adapted, ( where 
there are rains or facilities for irriga- 
tion) to the growing of sugar-cane. 
The soil is deeper to windward than lee- 
ward, and near the sea-coast than high- 
er; and the moist exposures, of course, 
are the most fertile and productive. 
Pasture ranges, in some localities, are 
good for both cattle and sheep, yet 
these, owing partly to the cutting off 
of timber, and partly to diminished 
rains for the past few years, are now 
somewhat limited and all taken up, and 
are to be had, if at all, only at their 
full value. 

4, The chief interests here are sugar, 
cattle, sheep, goats, horses, mules, rice 
and taro. The great and chief is sugar, 
which now, unrefined, and under the 
reciprocity treaty, admitted into the 
U. S. free of duty, is very profitable— 
the profit ranging from two to even 
four cents a pound ; this treaty has yet 
a little more than four years to run. 

Concerned in the sugar production, 
there are “ mill”? men and ‘‘planters.”’ 
The “ mill” men receive the cane at 
the mill and work it up on shares, giv- 
ing the “ planters,” usually, one-half 
delivered in the sugar room, the plan- 
ers furnishing their own sacks. There 
is a “washed” sugar, however, (not 
classed as “ refined,” which is put up 
in kegs and sold directly to the consumer, 
an article well. known in California. It 
costs from $40,000 to $70,000 to put up 
mill. 

The planters, if they do not own 
land, usually lease it for aterm of from 
ten to twelve years, at from $5 to $12 
per acre — the best localities, and im- 
proved and fenced lands of course, bear- 
ing the best price. To get half the su- 
gar, the planters must deliver the cane 
at the mill. I hear of one mill man 


at Maui, who does the hauling and gives 


half, but that is now an exception. 
Cane is sure in the rainy districts or 
with irrigation. On the eastern part of 
Hawaii, from Kohala to south of Hilo, 
there is plenty of rain. Parts of Maui 
depend wholly on irrigation. Mr. 
Spreckles, of San Francisco, a wealthy 
sugar refiner, has just bought and leased 
large tracts of land on Maui, and will 
construct a large canal for irrigation. 
Prices for provision and labor are all 
the while advancing. Many now ship 
their supplies by wholesale directly 
from San Francisco. The laborers are 
natives, Chinamen, and a° few Portu- 
guese. These are “shipped” from one 
to three years, at from $12 to $18 per 
month. Some.men lately have been glad 
of chances to ship men at $17 or $18 a 


month and found. It has been growing 
more and more difficult of late to get 
supplies of laborers and of cattle. To 


effort now made to get Chinamen from 
China and San Francisco, and also Por- 
tuguese from the Madeiras. To meet 
the second, mules will be introduced, 
and horses broken in and utilized (hith- 
erto it has been all cattle, and poor at 
that, and worse handled by the “Kan- 
akas”’) ; and some parties have already 
ordered “ tramways,” and steam road- 
wagons. Experiments will be made 
with both of these last. In the case of 
tramways, & main track leading to the 
mill, with movable side-tracks, the wag- 
ons to be run by mules; in case of the 
last, the steam roadster to traverse the 
fields, and draw the loaded and empty 
carts to and from the mill. All that 
intelligence, enterprise and money can 
do to provide for existing and possible 
emergencies will surely be done. The 
papers are taken and read here, and 
business men, generally, will be found 
well abreast with the times. 

The sheep business here is limited 
and in the hands of a few parties, some 
or most of whom, I believe, are doing 
well. 

The horse and cattle business is lim- 
ited, and is likewise in the hands of a 
few, who, of course, do well. The 
sugar business pavs, and will pay best 
if a man is rightly fixed for it. 

The mill is the best thing, probably, 
but takes, of course, by far the most 
capital. Ifa man has not means 
enough himself, he must either have 
partners or must borrow and pay inter- 
est. A large proportion of the present 
mills are in debt, some of them heavily, 
to their brokers or agents. But if the 
enterprises are well located and rightly 
managed, they have a good show for 
working out all right. The point is to 


well. The thing then, (as matters now 
are), is bound to be a great success, 
On Oahu or Kaui, a year or more ago, 
a man paid $50,000 for a half-interest 
in a mill enterprise. A short time ago, 
he sold one-half of his interest for 
$75,000. Am extreme case, however. 
The cane yields from two and a half to 
six tons of sugar per acre, and will 
average, taking the fir-t and second’s 
growths together, fully three or three 
and a half tons per acre; the first year 
or ‘‘plant” cane sometimes goes as 
high as six. With a foothold or any- 
thing like a fair show, a man can hardly 
fail te do well here. It is push and 
enterprise that take the lead. More of 
both would not hurt. 


The chances to get in are being im- 
proved and are lessening. Still there is 
room. Some now in and doing well, 
will sell ‘‘ for a consideration.” Others 
will sell because dissatisfied ; and still 
others because heavily in debt and 
unable to hold out. And there are 
yet new and untried fields. The same 
is true also of the planting part of the 
business—a branch that requires less 
capital. 
A visit to the Islands would be of 
interest and pleasure to almost anyone ; 
but if any person is disposed to think 
seriously of locating here, it is best by 
all means to come on, and to take time 
to see and hear for one’s self. But a 
good motto for those who are well 
fixed anywhere is, ‘‘ Let well enough 
alone.” A.

Sabbath-school Lesson. 


For Sunday, November 10, 1878— 
Luke xviii: 9-17. 

NOTES ON THE LESSON. | 
Our Lord was still on his journey to 
Jerusalem, and was yet in Perea. To 
one of these last days ia Perea we are 
indebted for the parable of the Pharisee 
and the Publican. Jesus had spoken 


‘much of prayer; but the religion of 


the day was so largely mechanical that 
they were in danger of mistaking the 
outward form for the substance. Only 
repeated lessons could guard them from 
the lifeless formality of the.rabbis, with 
whom the most sacred daties had. shrank 
to cold outward’ rites... Self-righteous 
pride, moreover, was, the characteristic 


of much of the current religiousness, 


meet the first difficulty, there is special, 


get well located and then to manage | 


and was, in fact, a natural result of the 
externalism prevailing. To show the 
true nature of devotion pleasing to God, 
he related the parable of the Pharisee 
and the Publican. (Geikie—Life of 
Christ, vol. ii, p. 368.) 

(V.9) He spake this parable unto cer- 
tain—Not to, nor concerning, the Phar- 
isees in any special sense, but to some 
among the company. Nor is the para- 
ble to be limited in its application to 
those who were present at the time it 
was spoken; for there are, and always 
have been, persons to whom it applies 
equally as well. Which trusted in 
themselves that they were righteous— 
Who thought themselves gocd enough ; 
had so much confidence in their self- 
righteousness that they did not feel 
their need of Christ’s righteousness im- 
puted. And despised others—Pride and 
contempt of others is naturally associat- 
ed with self-righteousness. ‘ Others,” 
here, is literally “ the rest,’’—that is, the 
rest of mankind. Those who think 
more highly of themselves than -they 
ought to think, usually think more 
meanly than they ought to think of 
others. ‘“ Pride, self-conceit, and a dis- 
position to look down on others as ig- 
norant, blind, and inferior to themselves, 
are faults from which even converted 
people are not always exempt, much less 
formal professors.’’—Ryle. 

(V. 10) Two men went up into the 
temple to pray.—They ‘‘ went up” be- 
cause the temple was above the city, 
on Mount Moriah. They probably went 
up about the same time, with the same 
object in view, but not together, nor in 
the same spirit. They entered one of 
the courts of the temple commonly 
used for that purpose— ‘the place 
where prayer was wont to be made.” 
The one a Pharisee, and the other a 
Publican —tThe Pharisees were a sect of 
the Jews, remarkable for their strict 
adherence to the letter of the law, and 
their claims of special sanctity. The 
Publicans were the Roman tax-gather- 
ers, who might be either Jews or Gen- 
tiles; and were generally profligate in 
their character, and universally despised 
and detested by the Jews. Some have 
supposed that in this parable the Phari- 
see represents the Jews and the Publican 
the Gentiles ; but it seems better, with 
Ryle and others, to take the Pharisee as 
representing a certain character or class, 
the moral, the externally correct, the 
self-righteous and self-sufficient ; and 
the Publican as representing the care- 
less, the irreligious, the profligate. 

(V.11) And the Pharisee stood and 
prayed thus with himself—Standing 
was the customary posture in prayer. 
Kneeling was only observed on special 
occasions, as by Solomon at the dedica- 
tion of the temple, (2 Chron. vi: 13) 
and Daniel in his house (Dan. vi: 10). 
Bloomfield’s assertion, “‘ that it was not 
permitted to pray in any other posture” 
than that of standing, is a mistake. 
Prayer, to be acceptable, does not de. 
pend on posture; and those churches 
which begin by making too much of 
posture are likely toend with having 
too much of imposture. The use of 
the middle voice in the original seems 
to show that the Pharisee not only 
“ stood,” but that he stationed himself 
in @ conspicuous position, with arms out- 
spread and eyes upturned, that he 
might be seen by men. And prayed * 
with himself—that is, by himself, apart 
from the other, and silently, or inaudibly. 
Wetstein applies to him the words of 
Labra movens, metuens audi- 

}”—moving his lips, but afraid to be 
heard. Such a prayer he would not 
dare to put up aloud (Meyer). The con- 
trast between the two is thus brought 
out by Wordsworth: ‘‘The Pharisee 
prayed to himself. His prayer was such 
as could not be made audible to men; 
and yet—such is the force of self-deceit 
—it is offered to God! The: Publican 
was not ashamed to confess himself 
openly to beasinner. All could hear 
his ejaculation, ‘ God be merciful to me, 
the sinner!’” God, I thank thee—He 
begins with the language of thanks- 
giving, which is very appropriate ; but 
as he lacks the spirit of prayer, he at 
once runs\into\a strain self-congratu- 
tion and boasting. 7Z’hat I am not as 
other men—Literally, “as the rest”’— 


‘that is, the rest of mankind... “‘The 


Pharisee divides men into two classes: 


in the one he places the whole human 
race; the other and better class consists, 
it appears, of himself alone.”—Bengel. 
Extortioners—The word in the original 
means those who injure others by force. 
Onjust—The original word here denotes 
those who overreach others by fraud, or 
under the forms of justice. Or even as 
this publican—Who is assumed to em- 
body in himself all the sins here men- 
tioned, and others besides. His Jan- 
guage shows that he has all along had 
an eye on the Publican, as the crimes 
mentioned were those especially to 


‘which men of his class were generally 


addicted ; and in the end he refers to 
him directly, pointing at him, as it were, 
the very finger of scorn, 


(V.12)) I fast twice in the week.— 
This was a voluntary fast, on Mondays 
and Tbnrsdays, the only prescribed fast 
in the year being the great day of atone- 
ment. (See Lev. xvi: 9, and Num. 
xxix: 7.) So that he is boasting of his 
works of supererogation.”—Alford. J 
give tithes of all that I possess.—A tithe 
is atenth. For“ all that I possess,” we 
sould read, “ of all that I acquire,”— 
of all my gains. What he means, 
therefore, is that he gives tithes, or 
tenths, not of all he is actually worth, 
but of all his increase ; that is, of all he 
makes. ‘I his is better than many Chris- 
tians do; yet it is far less than a rich 
man ought to give. The percentage 
which a man gives ought to rise as his 
riches increase. A poor man’s one per 
cent. goes fur more in the Lord’s treas- 
ury than a rich man’s fifty per cent. ; 
because he. feels it more, and in giving 
it shows more of love and self-sacrifice 
for the Master. But in the Pharisee’s 
case, his gifts were tainted with self- 
righteousness and pride. ‘* He had be- 
gun by deceiving others with a specious 
show of sanctity. He ends with de- 
ceiving himself; and he even thinks to 
deceive God. He draws a flattering 
portrait of himself, and holds it up for 
admiration to the eyes of God. And 
this is his prayer! Because he had 
tampered with the truth, God gave him 
over to a reprobate mind, and he had 
become a prey to the Tempter; the 
| god of this world blinded his eyes.”— 
( Wordsworth.) 


(V.13) And the publican, standing 
—Just where he stopped when he came 
in, without assuming any posture in par- 
ticular. Afar off—At a distance from 
the Pharisee, and from the holy of 
holies ; nay, even in the outer court, if he 
were a Gentile. Would not lift up * his 
eyes unto heaven.—His eyes were down- 
cast, indicating the shame and confusion 
of face belonging to the contrite heart. 
But smote upon his breast—An action 
suited to express grief and remorse, as 
Wetstein has shown to be common to 
men of all nations. God be merciful to 
me a sinner—More exactly, “ the sin- 
ner’’—that is, be merciful to me the sin- 
ner that Lam. Ia contrast to the Phari- 
see, he is thinking of none but himself. 


only crushed with terror and fear. The 
sand into which the rock is crushed re- 
tains its hardness; the heart from stone 
made flesh pleases God as his work, and 
gives him greater glory.”—Bengel. 

(V. 14) This man went down to his 
house—That is, from the temple, which 
was on a hill ; so that in going home he 
“went down.” Justified — Pardoned, 
and accepted as righteous. Rather than 
the other—Not as Lachman, Meyer and 
Alford read, above, or beyond, the other; 
for the Pharisee was not justified at all, 
in any sense. The comparative employ- 
ed here, according to an admitted usage 
of Hebrew, and of Hellenistic Greek, 
expresses a simple negation. The sense, 
therefore, is that the Publican went 
away justified ; the Pharisee not. For 
every one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased ; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted.—It is not only a part 
of God’s plan to abase the proud and 
raise the lowly, but even men do the 
same. The claims of the proud and 
self-asserting we naturally resist ; while 
the modest and humble are those whom 


we delight to honor. “See, brothers, a 
great wonder. God is high : exalt thy- 


self, he flees from. thee; humble thy- 
self, and he stoops to thee,” —(Aug, in 


Trench.) . The whole parable is thus ad- 
mirably summed up by Neander (Le-, 


“ A heart is better melted than one |” 


ben Jesu, p. 216) : ‘¢ The publican hum. 
bles himself befure God, deeply sensible 
of sin, and only seeking forgiveness, and 
is therefore represented as having the 
dispositions necessary for pardon and 
justification. The Pharisee, trusting in 
his supposed righteousness, exalts him- 
self above the notorious sinner, and is 
therefore destitute of the conditions of 
pardon, though he needs it as much as 
the other. Christ himself deduces from 
the example this general truth: ‘ Hv- 
ery one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased ; and everyone that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted.” That is, be 
who sets up great pretensions before 
God on account of his self-acquired vir- 
tue or wisdom will be disappointed ; his 
arrogant assumption of a worth which 
is nothing but vileness will exclude him 
from that true dignity which the grace 
of God alone can bestow; which dig- 
nity will be bestowed, ou the other 
hand, upon the sinner who truly hum- 
bles himself before God from a conscious 
sense of unworthiness.” 

(V. 15) Infants—Properly, little chil- 
dren. Zouch them—In allusion to the 
custom of laying hands on a child and 
blessing it. Rebuked them—Thinking 
it would only annoy their Master, and 
be of no benefit to the children. 

(V. 16) Jesus called them—Because 
those who called them had been rudely 
repulsed. Suffer, etc.—One of the ten- 
derest and sweetest sayings of our Lord. 

(V. 17) Whosoever shall not receive, 
etc—So far from their not having a 
place in his kingdom, even adults, to 
enter it, must have the docility, humil- 
ity, sincerity and love of little children. 
The following testimony of Rev. Mr. 


Spurgeon is perhaps the best commen- | yo.4 


tary on the whole passage. He says : 
“There are very many who have no 
great faith in the conversion of chil- 
dren. They look on a converted child 
as a sort of rara avis, to be put into a 
museum of natural curiosities. Others 
believe it to be very possible and very 
desirable, but yet they have strong sus- 
picion of the piety of any child who is 
brought to believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Why there should be such sus- 
picion I cannot tell. The advantage is 
rather on the side of the child than the 
adult. Of two cases of conversion, one 
at thirteen, the other at sixty, I would 
look on the elder with the greatest sus- 
picion. I have during the past year bap- 
tized as many as forty or fifty children ; 
and of all those whom I have talked 
with on the subject of their conversion, 
I have never proposed any for church- 
fellowship with greater satisfaction than 
I have done these little ones. Amongst 
those I have had at any time to exclude 
from churcb-fellowship, out of a church 
of 2,700 members, I have never had to 
exclude one who was received into the 
church while yet a child.”

THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 

i By the permission of Dr, R. H. Me- 
Donald, of this city, we are allowed to 
use a part of a letter from his son, till 
recently in Great Britain. | 

I have been admitted as a reader to 
‘the British Museum ; and, as I now live 
near there, I spend most of my time ep- 
joying this privilege, which has to be 
partaken of to be rightly appreciated. 
I have been connected with many a 
library, but this so far exceeds every- 

‘thing else of the kind that it seems al- 
most au injustice to institute any kind 
of a comparison. As I pass most of the 
day within its walls, suppose you ac- 
company me fora single day, and see 
‘what an experience we go through. 
First, let me tell you, that to be allowed | 
the use of the building yeu fill out a 
‘lank, specifying your name, pursuit, 
-and the field of investigation in view. 
‘This must be endorsed by some respon- 
sible resident of London. In the course 
of one or two days, if your blank is 
satisfactory and there is room for you, 
‘the necessary papers of entrance are 
sgent to you.

-of admission bearing your full name, 
ordinary signature, and brief specifica- 
tions, with number; which card must 
always be kept by you, to be shown at 
“the door. 

You then enter the main Reading- 
‘Room, which is an immense circular 
dome, finely ventilated and lighted. 
Around the walls are two galleries of 
‘books, and under the lower one down 
sto the floor the shelves are filled with 
sreference books, thousands in number, 
cand treating on all possible subjects.

In these books you search for what you 
desire, and then fill out a blank form. 

The reading-desks all radiate from 
the circular center catalogue-desks, and 
run clear back to the reference books on 
the walls. These lines of desks are let- 
tered, A, B, C, and so on, and the sepa- 
rate places on each side are numerically 
designated, 1, 2;3, and upwards. You 
Jook around for an unoccupied seat, 


it to the center officers before men 
ed, and return to your place. 
As you now have a little time to pass 
in awaiting the .arrival of your works, 
you can look around and see how you 
are located. You then begin to realize 
that yon have fallen into a reader’s 
| paradise. These desks, seating from 
ten to twelve readers on a side, are 
models of convenience for the end in 
view. The attachments all close up 
and present an even surface, but can be 
bent out into any shape almost. There 
are full four feet of room to each person. 
Then, in front of you, in the middle, are 
two pen-racks, inkstand, pen-brush, and 
a little shelf under these center com- 
modities. On the left you have a large 
shelf, which lets down to hold books, or 
anything else desirable. On the right 
is a complex yet simple frame, massive 
yet graceful in form, which opens out, 
turns down with a bottom slab, and 
forms a perfect book-rest. This you 
can swing in all possible directions ; and 


a large atlas. Everything is magnifi- 
cently padded, not gaudily but substan- 
tially executed ; and all is co firm, be- 
ing entirely of iron, brass and leather, 
that you have no scruples in moving 
about freely, without fear of doing 
some almost irremediable injury. Then 
a fine cushioned mahogany chair, with 
large castors, on a felt or linoleum car- 
pet; and you have comfort, confidence, 
and a natural quiet, all combined, with- 
out constrained and nervously exhaust- 
ing effort. A silence placard is unknown 
in the place. Any limited, moderate 
conversation is never taken exception 
to. Common sense is the only regula. 
tor needed, if you are given the fore- 
named mechanical aids. The work is 
nearly wholly made up of iron. Be- 


vis, whose book-rests and appliances are 
just the same, there is an open space 
which is covered with a circular, sheet- 
brass sieve. It makes your front and 
his look as though they were of the 
same material bent over. This is in- 
tended for ventilation, and heat when 
the temperature is very low. The warm 
or cold air passes up through this perfo- 
rated brass and out into the immense 
room, A over-heating is prevented by 
extra sheets of perforated iron. 


The attendants are so good, supplying 
you with any number of volumes de- 
sired; aud the facilities so effective, 
that the time flies by and you can keep 
no run of it. Those cars wheel in the 
books from the outside to the center, 
and young men deliver you the orders 
at your seat. At five o’clock, or when 
ever you wish to leave, you take back 
your bocks to the center, claim the 
blank form you made out for them, and 
then you are all even again. As you go 
out, there are wash-bowls, and all need- 
ed conveniences that you could ask for ; 
while the ladies have quite a little suite 
of rooms, I am told. This will, I think, 
give you an insight iuto the mechanical 
| working of this most excellent institu- 
tion. And then, remember, all is free ; 
there are no side-taxes whatever. The 
museum has, of course, its drawbacks- 
It is so vast, and covers so many fields 
of learning, that it is slow work for the 
specialist to find what he particularly 
desires; but this with a few others are 


too small to note in comparison with the 
advantages.

The 
foundation of the Church is so securely 
laid that it can no more be subverted. 
In a purely heathen soil that has lain 
undisturbed fur ages, such is not an easy 
stage to arrive at. It is to be feared 
in many new mission fielde that if the 
nurturing hand of the foreign mission- 
ary were withdrawn, tke plant would 
wither and the people revert back to 
their former darkness and idolatry. 

But we have no such fea@r in regard 
to Japan, for we find there a’ life, zeal 
and activity among the converts, and 
an expectant attitude among the uncon- 
verted, that justify us in counting on a 
sure and speedy triumph of the gospel. 
Now, 100 converts-in Japan, with its 
84,000,000 of population, tells a differ- 
ent tale from the same number in India, 
with its 240,009,000, or in China, with 
its 400,000,000 of people. The popula- 
tion of British India is seven times 
that of Japan, and that of China is 
twelve times greater. To make, there- 
for, an even comparison between these 
three countries, we ought for every 100 
converts in Japan to have 700 in India, 
and 1,200 in China, . In Japan last 


American and six British missions, com- 
prising J04 missionaries. There are 
forty four organized churches, and the 
actual number of native communicants 
is 1617, exclusive of 100 Episcopalian 
converts. The school facilities for boys 
and girls are ample, but the govern- 
ment system of education is so efficient 
that they are not much needed. The num- 
ber of native converts now in Japan 
aggregates 2,000, and these have been 
made chiefly within the last five years. 
Vast changes have taken place in the 
Japanese Empire during the last ten 
years. In abolishing the feudal system, 
‘the Japanese were obliged to abolish 
innumerable ideas and institutions de- 
pendent on the system. One great 
change necessitates many collateral 
changes, and the vast reform in the 
political system naturally engendered 
in the minds of the people a spirit of 
reform ; perhaps a fondness for change. 
The Japanese of this day are like birds 
let loose from the cage after a long im- 
prisonment to enjoy at last the freedom 
of heaven, The danger at presem is 
that they may change too much, and 
rush from feudal conservatism to radi- 
cal liberalism. There are some indica- 
tions of this, especially among the 
youthful portion of the people. Now, 
although this state of affairs has its 
drawbacks, it is rather favorable to the 
introduction of a new religion. When 
the missionaries first entered Japan not 
a vestige of Christianity was to be 
found, and during: the latter half of 
the sixteenth century the empire was in 
in a fair way of becoming a Roman 
Catholic country. To-day, the Roman 
Catholics work by the side of Protes- 
tants, and it is a daily experience of the 
latter that the Catholic converts are, 
with rare exceptions, quite inaccessible 
if not hostile to any true evangelical 
influences or efforts. Japan, at the time 
of the entry Protestant missionaries was 
prepared for great changes. Feudalism, 
Buddhism, Confucianism, had for centu- 
ries had full swing and done their utmost 
for land and people, but the measure 
was now fall, the native soil refused to 
nourish them any longer, and it was 
time for a rotation of moral crops—for 
anew departure; it was in season for, 
something new and superior to come in 
and take the place of the old and ex- 
bausted. At this opportune moment, 
the country was opened and rendered 
accessible to Christian laborer. One 
of the features that makes Japan advan- 
tageous to the-missionaries is its com- 
pactness. Here we have a population

lish Bible. We think, however, it an- 
ticipates more changes than will actual- 
ly be made. When Dr. Schaff. was on 
this coast, in the summer, he was ques- 
tioned about the fate of certain passa- 


| ges, But he felt bound in honor not to 


say anything very positive. He sugge- 
sted two or three ways in which they 
might be dealt with. Our own opin- 
ion is that no passage now in the Eng- 
lish Bible will be excluded ; that_pasea- 
ges of doubtful authority will be brack- 
etted ; that a marginal reading will 
state the doubt and the degree of it; 
that done, other new marginal readings 
will be introduced ; that head lines and 
headings of chapters will disappear ; 
and that the present divisions into chap- 
ter and verse, with slight alterations, 
will be retained. We think als» that 
those who look for many and great al- 
terations will be disappointed. We are

We have noticed in the tract-history 
of China, published afresh by the Amer- 
ican Board, the statement; so common 
at the East, that all Chinamen are ed- 
ucated, are so much taught that all 
know the “three Rs.” This is a mic 
take which the Board should not sanc- 
tion. There are hundreds and thou- 
sands of Chinese in Cal., (and of course, 
millions of them in China) who can nei- 
ther read nor write,in our sense of the 
terms. Some of them are likewise very 
poor “‘in figures,” and can reckon only 
in a rude and limited way. Many of 
the “‘illiterate,’’ of the sand-hills of the 
South kuow a few letters and a few 
words of our written speech, but can 
neither read nor write, in any proper 
sense of language. Now the low and 
untaught Chinese, and these are not few 
are just in that fix. They know a few 
characters and can “spell” a few words, 
but can neither read nor write. Before 
another issue of that tract, let it be sent 
to the Hon. Prof. 8: Wells Williams, of 
Yale College, for revision. He can tell 
the author more about Chinese langua- 
ges, dialects, and letters, and schools, 
than any other man in America, 


history, it should be said, also, that his 
representation of the heathenish, deba- 
sed, and wretched state of the masses in 
China is correct, and far different from 
the fancied state pictured in the writings 
of those who laud the supposed virtues 
and achievments of the civilized heath- 
en. The Chinese that round up and 
point the top one-fifth of the national 
pyramid are very remarkable men, and 
have been so forages, Those who com- 
pose the next lower section of one-fifth, 
are men of whom no one need be asha- 
med. But the lower three-fifths are 
comparatively poor trash, and not white 
at that. Whenever we wish to tell the 
world truly what the Chinese are, we 
must not epeak from the summit of the 
pyramid. We must stand by the huge 
base, and show how old and hard and 
tough and ugly it is. Even then we 
shall strike upon sections of surprising 
material, now and then; and shall find 
‘‘John,” if not quite erect morally, “a 
heap smart, you bet.” 


That the Rev. Brooks Lambert, a 
man who was distinguished in the 
church of England for character, abil- 
ity, and efficiency, as the vicar of a par- 
ish, should be compelled to resign be- 
cause he could not live on a salary of 
$56 a month, has drawn the attention 
of the “Christian world to the gross in- 
equalities in that church in the distribu- 
tion of its enormous revenues. Some of 
its little bishops get $100,000 a year, 
and some of its great rectors get only 
$1,000 a year.

He recogni- 
zes conscience, too, as a ground for 
right action. If you conceals wrong 
act for the present it will come to light 
at some future time; but even if you 
succeed in keeping it secret from others, 
you yourself will be conscious of it. 
See to it that you control all these things 
by which it is base that the mind should 
be overcome, such as, love of gain, an- 

ger, pleasure, grief.” 


The “N. E, Journal of Education,” 
in the course of an article wondering 
how young men who have gone out of 
public schools can have such crude no- 
tions as they have about money, capital 
and labor, and the rights of. property, 
says: ‘‘ The men who are now believers 
in false notions concerning money were, 
many of them, a few years ago, pupils 
in our public schools.

Nehemiah Adams. 


The Rev. N. Adams, since 1834 
pastor of the Union Congregational 
Church, in Boston, parsed away from 
the scenes of his earthly ministry, Sun- 
day Oct. 6th, 1878, at the age of 72. 
Dr. Adams was a brother of Deacon 
Samuel Adams of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of this city, who has 
worthily sustained the name of bis fam 
ily and the honor of his Master among 
us, from the earliest days of California. 

The Rev. Dr. N. Adams was born in 
Salem, Mass., was a graduate of Har- 
vard and Andover, and was first a 
colleague pastor with Dr. Holmes at 
Cambridge, Mass. We have seen the 
volume, printed for the use of the 
Charch only, which grew out of a very 
hearty and joyful celebration, in 1859, 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
settlement of the pastor over the Union 
Church.’ It was then fondly hoped 
that his bow might abide in strength, 
and that he might live to celebrate the 
fiftieth anniversary of his settlement. 
But God appointed that it should be 
otherwise. When he had served another 
ten years efficiently, there came a sum- 
mons to desist in the form of a slight 
paralysis. Then he traveled and rested. 
Once he passed quite around the 
world in a ship of which his son was 
the captain. On that voyage he visited 
He then hoped 
to resume work before long. He did 
return to his people much improved; 
but he could never take up all the old 
burdens again. He was, on the cop- 


trary, constrained to cease from his la- 


bors, one by one, until he became 
entirely an invalid, unable to leave his 
house. Enféebled both in body and 
mind, he has awaited patiently the mes- 
sage to depart and be with Christ. It

The tributes paid him at the celebration 
of the 25th year in the pastorate, by 
such, men,as John Tappan, General 
Oliver, and Rafus Choate, are rare. 
Mr. Choate said > “I may say, for you 
and with you, that we love and respect 
him. We have done so from the mo- 
ment we first knew him to this hour. 


We have marked the daily beauty of 
his life; his consistency, his steadiness, 


his affectionateness, his sincerity—trans- 
parent: to every eye; his abilities, his 
moderation, his taste, his courage. 
‘We have admired him, and we love, 
here and now, to proclaim our admir- 
ation for him.” 

Our personal recollections of him, go 
back to 1847-8, when we used to see 
him every few weeks. A few times 
only did we ever hear him in public. 
Once, at an anniversary meeting in 
behalf of the old Education Society, he 
was the principal speaker. He was un- 
demonstrative, yet very effective... One 
or two sentences, one or two figures of 
speech in that address, linger in our 
memory till this hour. 

‘Dr. Adams was very industrious. 
He did much parish work and much 
study work. He was the author of sev- 
eral valued and much read books; not 
elaborate treatises, but adapted to the 
moral and spiritual edification, both of 
the old and young. We remember the 
‘*Communion Sabbath,” “ Bertha and | 
her Baptism,” ‘* Agnes and the Little 


Key,” ** Catherine,” “ Christ a Friend,” 


* The Friends of Christ,”” “The Great 
Concern,” “ Broadcast,” and “ Even- 
ide.” 

Dr. Adams did not escape criticism 
for his positions on some professional 
and political questions; but he outlived 
them. And all men believed in ‘his 
honesty, sincerity, and piety. Loved, 
honored, and revered, he has passed 
into the skies.

arise to call bim blessed.

Home Missionary Col.

_ The Society 's ty’s Arrearages. 


We make room this week for extracts 
from the November number of “ The 
Home Missionary.” Those who were 
present at the General Association will 
realize how timely the action and im- 
pulse of our churches were, in view of 
the emergency which puts forth such 
intense statements as : 


‘< THY SOCIETY'S ARREARAGES,” no. l. 


“ They are now nearly $30,000. For 
a year/and a half, or more, the Society 
has been unable to keep up its wonted 
punctuality in paying the missionaries 
their dues. 
for October, 1877, reported the arrear- 
ages as nearly ‘ $30,000.2 The noble 
effort of the. Sabbath-schools, adopting 
the ‘ Weeping Water plan,’ largely re- 
duced the debt, once enabling us to re- 
port it at about $10,000; but then 
came the summer drought, the scatter- 
ing of churches and schools, and from 
that time the arrears have gradually in- 
| creased, until now, as &@ year ago, we 
have to say, ‘ They are nearly $30,000.’ 
The month of October brings in one of 
the largest installments of reports for 
the year, and will inevitably carry up 
the indebtness still farther, unless the 
friends of Home Missions come prompt- 
ly and generously to our relief. Will 
those friends collectively increase their 
offerings by about $30,000, that we 
may remit their dues to brethren who 
have already waited far too long: or 
must they wait longer ? 

We received a letter from the Secre- 
mel tary in New York, dated September the 
twentieth, informing us that on the to- 
tal of Commissions issued since April 
Ist,—viz., $3,825—only $193.00 had 
been paid.

This 
indebtedness is not to rich men, to loan- 
ers of money to cary on the work. The 
Society has no funded property—no 
property of any kind whatever—and 
so has no moral right to borrow what 
it cannot promise to repay at a fixed 
time, nor give security that it shall ever 
bepaid. The debt is to the Society’s 
officers, superintendents and missionar- 
ies; mainly to the last. Some of them 
are caring for new settlers who can do 
very little toward their support, so that 
almost every dollar they receiye in mon- 
ey comes from the Society. When this 
is delayed even for a little, it causes 
serious inconvenience, and long delay 
may involve real suffering. When such 
suffering is known itis treated asa ‘spe. 
cial’ case, and the draft is sent, without 
waiting for that missionary’s turn. In 
this, the brethren whose claims are still 
further deferred, cheerfully acquiese. 
But, doubtless, there are silent sufferers 
from whom we do not hear. Will the 
friends of Home Missions, collectively, 
inerease their, offerings by about,
